WASHINGTON (IB — Gen. 
Nathan F. Twining, Air Force 
Chief of Staff, today accepted 
an invitation to attend the Sov­ 
iet air show at Moscow on June 
24. 
Twining accepted the invita­ 
tion upon the authorization of 
President Eisenhower. 
Secretary of Air Force Don­ 
ald A. Quarles announced the 
acceptance. 
Quarles said the invitation 
also was approved by secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles and 
Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson. 
Twining will be accompanied 
to Moscow by several Air Force 
officers of his own choosing. 
The invitation was tendered 
by Col. Philip Bachinsky, air 
attache at the Soviet Embassy. 
Bachinsky called at the For­ 
eign Liaison Office in the Pen­ 
tagon Monday with a formal 
invitation. Late yesterday he 
called again, this time at Twin- 
ing’s office to deliver a person­ 
al invitation. At the time, 
Twining told him It would re­

BUSY MORNING 
He spoke this morning in 
Napa, at the Veterans Home in 
Yountville, in Santa Rosa and 
Petaluma. 
At Napa, where several hun­ 
dred had gathered on the 
courthouse 
lawn, 
Stevenson 
challenged the crowd to “look 
forward to our distant goals.” 
“On this Memorial Day,” he 
said, “it is not improper to 
look back, nor to pay homage 
to those who gave so much for 
us. But we should also look 
forward. Can we recapture the 
leadership of the world, and 
the moral influence we once 
enjoyed? Can we have all of 
the things we want—individual 
freedom, security, better dis 
tribution of the wealth?” 
TIME OF DECISION 
He said he was reminded of 
an incident in Italy during the 
war. Me read in Stars and 
Stripes that a poll in the 
United States had shown that 
seven out of 10 parents didn’t 
want a son of theirs to go into 
public service. 
“Boys were dying all around 
me,” Stevenson d e c l a r e d . 
“Fight? Certainly, but not work 
for their country. It was in­ 
congruous. I like to think that 
it was right there I decided to 
enter public life." 
To a large gathering of ex- 
soldiers at Yountville, Steven­ 
son warned of the continuing 
dangers of communism, which 
he said has now spread over 
one third of the world. “This 
constitutes a real threat to our 
society,” he declared.

National Cemetery, r e s t i n g 
ground of the Unknown Sol­ 
dier. He represented President 
Eisenhower at the laying of the

Mr. Eisenhower planned to 
return to Washington during 
the morning from a one-day 
visit to his Gettysburg, Pa., 
farm and work in his White 
House office for the remainder 
of the day.

Brucker said that ‘Today 
America has a greater need 
than ever before for men and 
women who are proud to be 
Americans, men and women 
who think in terms of what 
they owe their country rather 
than what their country owes 
them.”

Responsible Vatican sources 
said Galeazzi-Lisi planned to 
call in specialists for a consul­ 
tation if tonight’s test shows 
that “anything is wrong.”

KANSAS C I T Y (ft — The 
president of the Southern Bap­ 
tist convention today asked it 
to avoid discussion of the ra­ 
cial segregation issue. 
Rev. Dr. Casper C. Warren 
of Charlotte, N. C., made the 
plea in an address prepared for 
the opening of the 
four-day 
meeting. 
“Two years ago,” he said, 
“this convention recognized the 
Supreme Court decision rela­ 
tive to segregation was in har­ 
mony with the principle of 
equal justice and love for all 
men. 
“I concur in the feeling that 
it will be unwise for us to re­ 
open any discussion of it here.”

Planners Enforce Law 


To Provide More Streets 


T h e Mill Valley Planning 
Commission last night put to 
work a provision of its new 
subdivision 
ordinance 
which 
will help the city get more 
streets. 
Involved in the “test by fire” 
of the law which went into ef­ 
fect May 10 were two subdivid­ 
ers of less than five lots. The 
ordinance requires that hence­ 
forth small subdivisions meet 
the demands for larger tracts— 
namely, that all lots of the sub­ 
division front on city streets. 
City Atty. Thomas Nelson 
ruled last week that a city 
street is a street owned and 
maintained by the city. To be 
accepted by the city, such a 
street must meet the city en­ 
gineer’s specifications. 
“It was the lack of this pro­ 
vision in the previous ordin­ 
ance that was responsible for 
the lack of streets in Mill Va- 
ley,” observed Chairman Steph­ 
en Kramer. 
Both the two city streets de­ 
manded as a condition for ap­ 
proval of the subdivisions will 
be “hanging streets,” or stan- 
d a r d , approved sections of 
roadway linked to the city sys­ 
tem by private roads of lesser 
merit. 
Involved in the decision are 
contractor John Clyde, and 
Bernard and Joan Gayman.

Weary Senate Passes 


Huge Highway Program 


WASHINGTON (W—The Sen­ 
ate, worn out after 13 solid 
hours of debate, early today 
passed a $37 billion bill au­ 
thorizing the biggest highway 
program in the nation’s history. 


The bill, passed by voice vote 
at 12:15 a.m. this morning, now 
goes to a House-Senate Con­ 
ference Committee to iron out 
differences between the Sen­ 
ate measure and the bill passed 
earlier by the House. 
Sen. Albert Gore (D-Tenn), 
chief sponsor of the long- 
range Senate bill, predicted the 
Joint Committee would put to­ 
gether the best features of both 
bills. 
The House bill carries a $51.5 
billion price tag. 
The chief difference to be 


worked out on conference is 
the method of distributing to 
the states some $35 billion pro­ 
posed in both bills for an inter­ 
state network of superhigh­ 
ways.

Day To Dedicate Ourselves 
To 'One Nation Indivisible' 
Throughout California as in every 
other state, veterans organizations and 
other patriotic groups are participating 
in the traditional observance of Me­ 
morial Day today. This day we honor 
that great legion of heroes who have 
made the supreme sacrifice that our 
nation, with its blessings of freedom 
and equality, might endure. 
It was Gen. John A. Logan, national 
commander of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, who ordained the first observ­ 
ance of the day to honor the dead in the 
Union cause of the Civil War. These 
words of his order are as appropriate 
today as then: 
“Let no ravages of time testify to 
coming generations that we have for­ 
gotten as a people the cost of a free 
and undivided Republic.” 
Only one veteran of the Union Army 
lives today; three Confederate veterans 
are still alive. But the federal govern­ 
ment is still paying pensions to 4,931 
surviving widows of Union veterans. 
Widows of Confederate veterans do not 
receive federal pensions, 
but most 
southern states provide them. 
Today there are more than 22 mil­ 
lion living veterans of other wars, one 
in every seven persons making up to­ 
day’s population. Veterans’ and surviv­ 


ors' benefits will amount to $4.4 billion 
this year, $6 billion next year. And Me­ 
morial Day has become an occasion for 
mourning for the thousands and thou­ 
sands who have died in all U.S. wars. 
Just as General Logan, many years 
ago, recognized the need of a ‘Tree and 
undivided Republic,” so do we now in 
a time of peace and a time when vocif­ 
erous rabble-rousers are trying to di­ 
vide us with religious and racial preju­ 
dice that threatens the national unity 
upon which our democracy depends for 
its survival. 
Today we can best honor our nation’s 
heroes by defending the ideals for 
which they died in battle. We can best 
pay them homage by striving day by 
day to keep this a united nation—an 
‘‘undivided Republic.” 
That we can do by resisting the bigot­ 
ed ranting^ of un-American hate-mon- 
gers who would divide us by trying to 
turn the native against the foreign born, 
Christians 
against Jews, 
employers 
against workers, and whites against 
Negroes. 
Memorial Day is a good occasion to 
dedicate ourselves to these purposes 
and to resolve to do our part in keep­ 
ing this “one nation indivisible, with 
liberty and justice for all.”

Senator Cain Can Talk To President 


About Security If He Wants To 


President Eisenhower gave 
one of his rare one-syllable 
answers during Bis press con­ 
ference this past week. Usu­ 
ally he 
is 
more 
outgiving; 
usually he amplifies and it is 
his amplifications which con­ 
tribute so much to 
tne 
in­ 
sight which the White House 
press conference yields. 
But this 
time the 
very 
brevity of the President’s re­ 
ply was revealing. It was a 
one-word answer to a 42-word 
q u e s t i o n . The authorized 
transcript records it as fol­ 
lows: 
Question: (Garnett D. Hor­ 
ner, of the W ashington Star) 
Mr. President, form er Sen. 
(H arry P.) Cain said recently 
th a t he had been trying, un­ 
successfully, to get directly to 
you his views about the gov­ 
ernm ent 
security 
program . 
And I am instructed to ask if 
Sen. Cain can see you if he 
w ants an appointm ent? 
The President: “Yes.” 


BEHIND THIS unusual in­ 
stance of a White House re­ 
po rter asking w hether an of­ 
ficial of the Eisenhower ad­ 
m inistration could have an 
appointm ent with the Presi­ 
dent is a very human, a very 
understandable and a very re­ 
grettable story. 
The President said yes — 
Sen. Cain could see him if he 
w anted an appointm ent. It 
was an affirm ative answer, a 
carefully courteous answer, 
but every correspondent knew 
th a t it was not an enthusiastic 
or even a very cordial yes. 
H ere is a life-long Republi­ 
can, a form er senator from 
the state of W ashington, an 
Eisenhow er appointee to the 
Subversive Activities Control 
Board where he has rendered 
able service for several years. 


SEN. CAIN knows 
what 
real Communist subversion is, 
how 
the 
real 
Communists 
work, how they try to pene­ 
trate and disguise their pene­ 
tration. He isn’t fooled by 
them ; he isn’t “soft” on them . 
This is why it is so regret­ 
table to see a veil of miasmic 
m isunderstanding, bordering 
on hostility, let down betw een 
Sen. Cain and the President. 
Obviously Sen. Cain has 
annoyed some officials of the 
A dm inistration 
because 
he 
has become the most articu­ 
late, the most widely heard, 
the m ost effective advocate of 
changes in the employee se­ 
curity program . There were 


some in the Administration 
who simply didn’t want the 
shortcomings, the injustices 
and the unfairnesses of the 
program brought sharply to 
the fore. They didn’t actually 
deny that there were short­ 
comings, that a number of 
bad mistakes had l*een made, 
but they preferred not to have 
them 
mentioned 
above 
a 
whisper on the ground that 
in due time everything would 
be iroqed out. 
* 


THE TRUTH IS that need­ 
ed corrections in the employ­ 
ee 
security 
program 
have 
been very slow in coming. 
There are im portant reform s 
which still *need to be made 
and it is my considered judg­ 
m ent that Sen. Cain’s earnest, 
able, docum ented, respected 
advocacy has been indispens­ 
able to much of the progress 
that has been made. 
Sen. Cain is not talking 
about 
weakening 
the 
pro­ 
gram. He seeks changes which 
will strengthen the program 
by guaranteeing fuller and 
quicker justice to everyone 
affected by it. 


HE ADVOCATES (1) con­ 
frontation of witnesses, (2) 
greater speed in reaching de­ 
cisions, employees being at 
present kept dangling some­ 
times 8 to 14 m onths with the 
most grievous charges hang­ 
ing over them , (3) the shift­ 
ing of security-questioned em­ 
ployees to non-sensitive jobs 
until a decision is reached, 
(4) greater specification of 
charges to preserve due pro­ 
cess of law', and (5) a more 
prudent use of the Attorney 
General’s list of so-called sub­ 
versive 
organizations 
as a 
means of testing loyalty and 
security. 


IN THE CONCRETE cases 
o f 
m iscarriage 
o f 
justice 
which he has publicized —» 
and nearly ail of which have 
subsequently been corrected 
— Sen. Cain has been proved 
right again and again. 
Sen. 
Cain 
has, 
I 
think, 
been a faithful, loyal, intelli­ 
gent, worthy ally of exactly 
the way President Eisenhow­ 
er would like to see his se­ 
curity program conducted. 
1 am convinced that if the 
President lends an open mind 
to the appointm ent with Sen. 
Cain—putting aside some of 
the prejudiced things which 
have been said to him —the 
interview will usefully clear 
away the m isunderstanding.

Zelinsky Plans To 
Beautify Tiburon 


(Continued from page one) 
Zelinsky followed up the or­ 
iginal 
announcement 
of 
his 
purchase with statements de­ 
signed to quiet any misgivings 
on the part of Tiburon’s peo­ 
ple that his real estate coup 
might portend a change in the 
community's picturesque char­ 
acter. 


"I don’t plan a super-duper 
shopping center,” he said. “I 
want Tiburon made as beauti­ 
ful as it can be, and Main 
Street as picturesque as pos­ 
sible.” His goal, he indicated, 
will be development of a group 
of shops combining the best 
elements of Carmel, New Or­ 
leans and San Francisco’s Mai­ 
den Lane. 
Part of the program, he in­ 
dicated, will be to build a new 
pier on the south side of Main 
Street, and a three-story hotel. 
Zelinsky’s 
purchase 
added 
nearly all of the north side of 
Main street, about 900 feet 
along Beach road, and a 100- 
foot parcel at Beach road and 
Tiburon boulevard, to his pre­ 
vious Tiburon holdings of for­ 
mer NWP railroad property on 
the boulevard. He paid $130,- 
000 to heirs of the Israel Kas- 
how estate, which has for years 
figured in rumors of sale of 
the downtown Tiburon prop­ 
erty. 
The area involved is desig­ 
nated on the Tiburon master 
plan for commercial-tourist de­ 
velopment, and Z e l i n s k y ’s 
plans fit well into this plan­ 
ning, it was pointed out today 
Zelinsky is no newcomer to 
the Tiburon scene. Although 
his primary business connec 
tion is with a San Francisco 
painting firm, he is a Belve 
dere resident and participatec 
in last fall’s Tiburon “pain 
up” campaign, donating equip­ 
ment and workers to aid the 
project. 


Embezzling Admitted 
SAN FRANCISCO (IP—Mrs. 
Gina C. Hill, 34-year-old book­ 
keeper at Doctor s Hospital, 
has admitted embezzling sev­ 
eral thousand dollars, accord­ 
ing to Inspector Max Reznik of 
the police fraud detail. 
Mrs. Hill was arrested yes- 
1 terday on a grand theft com­ 
plaint signed by Hospital Su­ 
perintendent Thomas A. Tay­ 
lor. The charge specifically ac­ 
cused her of taking $4,000, but 
auditors said they uncovered a 
shortage of “at least $17,000” 
in her accounts. 


Ship Line Files Suit 
SAN FRANCISCO (Ah— A suit 
! filed in Federal Court yester­ 
day asks Luckenbach Steam­ 
ship Co. to pay for the loss of 
the lumber steamer Howard 
Olson, sunk May 14 by the 
Luckenbach* freighter Marine 
Leopard. 
The Leopard cut the Olson in 
two off Point Sur. Four Olson 
crewmen died. 
The suit, filed by Oliver J. 
Olson & Co., said it is impos­ 
sible to set the total of damages 
but said a fair market value of 
the Olson was $450,000. 


Ike In Silent Prayer 
WASHINGTON (IP) — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower on this Me­ 
morial Day went to a virtually 
empty church to offer silent 
prayers for divine guidance 
and to momorialize the dead 
of American wars. 
The President worshipped at 
St. John's Episcopal Church 
near the White House.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Day To Dedicate Ourselves 
To 'One Nation Indivisible' 


Throughout California as in every 
other state, veterans organizations and 
other patriotic groups are participating 
in the traditional observance of Me­ 
morial Day today. This day we honor 
that great legion of heroes who have 
made the supreme sacrifice that our 
nation, with its blessings of freedom 
and equality, might endure. 
It was Gen. John A. Logan, national 
commander of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, who ordained the first observ­ 
ance of the day to honor the dead in the 
Union cause of the Civil War. These 
words of his order are as appropriate 
today as then: 
“ Let no ravages of time testify to 
coming generations that we have for­ 
gotten as a people the cost of a free 
and undivided Republic.” 
Only one veteran of the Union Army 
lives today; three Confederate veterans 
are still alive. But the federal govern­ 
ment is still paying pensions to 4,931 
surviving widows of Union veterans. 
Widows of Confederate veterans do not 
receive 
federal pensions, 
but most 
southern states provide them. 
Today there are more than 22 mil­ 
lion living veterans of other wars, one 
in every seven persons making up to­ 
day’s population. Veterans’ and surviv­ 


ors’ benefits will amount to $4.4 billion 
this year, $6 billion next year. And Me­ 
morial Day has become an occasion for 
mourning for the thousands and thou­ 
sands who have died in all U.S. wars. 
Ju st as General Logan, many years 
ago, recognized the need of a “ free and 
undivided Republic,” so do we now in 
a time of peace and a time when vocif­ 
erous rabble-rousers are trying to di­ 
vide us with religious and racial preju­ 
dice that threatens the national unity 
upon which our democracy depends for 
its survival. 
Today we can best honor our nation’s 
heroes by defending the ideals for 
which they died in battle. We can best 
pay them homage by striving day by 
day to keep this a united nation— an 
“ undivided Republic.” 
That we can do by resisting the bigot­ 
ed ranting? of un-American hate-mon- 
gers who would divide us by trying to 
turn the native against the foreign born, 
Christians 
against 
Jew s, 
employers 
against workers, and whites against 
Negroes. 
Memorial Day is a good occasion to 
dedicate ourselves to these purposes 
and to resolve to do our part in keep­ 
ing this “one nation indivisible, with 
liberty and justice for all.”

• Senator Cain Can Talk To President 


About Security If He Wants To 


President Eisenhower gave 
one of his rare one-syllable 
answers during His press con­ 
ference this past week. Usu­ 
ally he is more outgiving; 
usually he amplifies and it is 
his amplifications which con­ 
tribute' so much to 
the 
in­ 
sight which the White House 
press conference yields. 
But this time the very 
brevity of the President’s re­ 
ply was revealing. It was a 
one-word answer to a 42-word 
q u e s t i o n . The authorized 
transcript records it as fol­ 
lows: 
Question: (Garnett D. Hor­ 
ner, of the Washington Star) 
Mr. President, former Sen. 
(Harry P.) Cain said recently 
that he had been trying, un­ 
successfully, to get directly to 
you his views about the gov­ 
ernment security 
program. 
And 1 am instructed to ask if 
Sen. Cain can see you if he' 
wants an appointment? 
The President: ‘Y es.” 


BEHIND THIS unusual in­ 
stance of a White House re­ 
porter asking whether an of­ 
ficial of the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration could have an 
appointment with the Presi­ 
dent is a very human, a very 
understandable and a very re­ 
grettable story. 
The President said yes — 
Sen. Cain could see him if he 
wanted an appointment. It 
was an affirmative answer, a 
carefully courteous answer, 
but every correspondent knew 
that it was not an enthusiastic 
or even a very cordial yes. 
Here is a life-long Republi­ 
can, a former senator from 
the state of 'Washington, an 
Eisenhower appointee to the 
Subversive Activities Control 
Board where he has rendered 
able service for several years. 


SEN. CAIN knows what 
real Communist subversion is, 
how the real Communists 
work, how they try to pene­ 
trate and disguise their pene­ 
tration. He isn’t fooled by 
them; he isn’t “soft” on them. 
This is why it is so regret­ 
table to see a veil of miasmic 
misunderstanding, bordering 
on hostility, let down between 
Sen. Cain and the President. 
Obviously Sen. Cain has 
annoyed some officials of the 
Administration 
because 
he 
has become the most articu­ 
late, the most widely heard, 
the most effective advocate of 
changes in the employee se­ 
curity program. There were 


some in the Administration 
who simply didn’t want the 
shortcomings, the injustices 
and the unfairnesses of the 
program brought sharply to 
the fore. They didn’t actually 
deny that there were short­ 
comings, that a number of 
bad mistakes had hfen made, 
but they preferred not to have 
them 
mentioned 
above 
a 
whisper on the ground that 
in due time everything would 
be ironed out. 
# 


THE TRUTH IS that need­ 
ed corrections in the employ­ 
ee security program 
have 
been very slow in coming. 
There are important reforms 
which still *&eed to be made 
and it is my considered judg­ 
ment that Sen. Cain’s earnest, 
able, documented, respected 
advocacy has been indispens­ 
able to much of the progress 
that has been made. 
Sen. Cain is not talking 
about weakening the pro­ 
gram. He seeks changes which 
will strengthen the program 
by guaranteeing fuller and 
quicker justice to everyone 
affected by it. 


HE ADVOCATES (I) con­ 
frontation of witnesses, (2) 
greater speed in reaching de­ 
cisions, employees being at 
present kept dangling some­ 
times 8 to 14 months with the 
most grievous charges hang­ 
ing over them, (3) the shift­ 
ing of security-questioned em­ 
ployees to non-sensitive jobs 
until a decision is reached, 
.(4) greater specification of 
charges to preserve due pro­ 
cess of law, and (5) a more 
prudent use of the Attorney 
General’s list of so-cglled sub­ 
versive 
organizations as e 
means of testing loyalty and 
security. 


IN THE CONCRETE cases 
o f miscarriage o f justice 
which he has publicized — 
and nearly all of which have 
subsequently been corrected 
—Sen. Cain has been proved 
right again and again. 
Sen. Cain has, I think, 
been a faithful, loyal, intelli­ 
gent, worthy ally of exactly 
the way President Eisenhow­ 
er would like to see his se­ 
curity program conducted. 
I am convinced that if the 
President lends an open mind • 
to the appointment with Sen. 
Cain—putting aside some of 
the prejudiced things which 
have been said to him—the 
interview will usefully clear 
away the misunderstanding.

Zelinsky Plans To 
Beautify Tiburón

Zelinsky followed up the or­ 
iginal announcement of his 
purchase with statements de­ 
signed to quiet any misgivings 
on the part of Tiburon’s peo­ 
ple that his real estate coup 
might portend a change in the 
community’s picturesque char­ 
acter. 
“I don’t plan a super-duper 
shopping center,” he said. “I 
want Tiburón made as beauti­ 
ful as it can be, and Main 
Street as picturesque as pos­ 
sible.” His goal, he indicated, 
will be development of a group 
of shops combining the best 
elements of Carmel, New Or­ 
leans and San Francisco’s Mai­ 
den Lane. 
Part of the program, he in­ 
dicated, will be to build a new 
pier on the south side of Main 
Street, and a three-story hotel. 
Zelinsky’s purchase added 
nearly all of the north side of 
Main street, about 900 feet 
along Beach road, and a 100- 
foot parcel at Beach road and 
Tiburón boulevard, to his pre­ 
vious Tiburón holdings of for­ 
mer NWP railroad property on 
the boulevard. He paid $130,- 
000 to heirs of the Israel Kas- 
how estate, which has for years 
figured in rumors of sale of 
the downtown Tiburón prop­ 
erty. 
The area involved is desig­ 
nated on the Tiburón master 
plan for commercial-tourist de­ 
velopment, and Z e l i n s k y ’s 
plans fit well into this plan­ 
ning, it was pointed out today.

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Simmons Never Did 


Get His Dream Job 


NEW YORK (iPV—Like Babe 
Ruth, the late Al Simmons 
knew a lot of great moments, 
but his baseball career ended 
in bitter frustration. 
They were alike in a lot of 
ways, these two. Each knew 
poverty in childhood, won na­ 
tional acclaim because of abil­ 
ity to blast a baseball, and 
walked out on a bitter note. 
For Simmons, as did Ruth, 
dreamed of managing the ball 
club which made him famous— 
only to be rejected. 
The Babe never forgot the 
rebuff he received from the 
New York Yankees. Yet it was 
even worse for Simmons be­ 
cause ‘‘Bucketfoot Al” was so 
close to realizing his dream of 
piloting the Philadelphia Ath­ 
letics. 
His hope blossomed in 1944, 
when he returned to the A ’s as 
a 
player-coach 
under 
time- 
marked Connie Mack. This was 
a dozen years after he and 
Jim m y Dykes of those fabled 
three-time c h a m p i o n s had 
been peddled to the Chicago 
White Sox. 
Some said that Al had been 
promised by Connie that when 
it came time for the grand old 
man to step down Simmons 
would get the job. Certainly Al, 
In the next four years, made no 
secret of his ambition. 
But even then 
the 
Mack 
dynasty was trembling on its 
foundations. 
Gradually 
t h e 
reins were being slipped from 
the withered fingers of Connie, 
an ever more forgetful octo­ 
genarian, and he had virtually 
nothing to say when the board 
of directors met in October of 
1949 and summarily fired Sim­ 
mons. 
Connie objected but he, too, 
was being forced out. 
Instead 
of 
Simmons, 
the 


board named Jim m y Dykes as 
manager, the same Dykes who 
along with Simmons had been 
sold 
to 
Chicago 
16 
years 
earlier. 


“Bucketfoot Al” was shocked 
and he said so. This time, he 
asserted, 
he had 
been sold 
down the river. 
Simmons, the A m e r i c a n 
League batting champion in 
1930 and 1931, had proved him­ 
self of equally high caliber as 
a coach on the baselines. So it 
was no trick to hook on as a 
coach with the Cleveland In­ 
dians for the next season. 
But when the A’s passed him 
up for Dykes, it had taken the 
heart and zest for baseball out 
of the big man from Milwau­ 
kee. He brooded over his rejec­ 
tion and, in the spring of 1951, 
ailing and heartsick, he re­ 
signed as a Cleveland coach. 
*Tm no help either to you or 
tb myself,” he told Manager Al 
Lopez. 
On that disgusted note, Al 
Simmons walked out of base­ 
ball. 
It's nice to recall, however, 
that in February of 1953, the 
embittered Simmons was voted 
into the Hall of Fame along 
with Dizzy Dean. When they 
went to tell him, they found 
him at Hialeah Race Track. 
‘‘Are you sure?” Simmons 
asked. “Boy, this has been a 
good day. I’ve had four win­ 
ners, too.” 
Then, looking out over the 
infield with misty eyes, old 
“Bucketfoot Al” sighed: 
“I had begun to think they 
had forgotten me.” 
The Philadelphia Athletics 
are gone now, and so is Sim­ 
mons. But he knew that even 
if the A’s forgot him, the fans 
didn’t.

By ZOLA VINCENT 
Strawberries are big busi­ 
ness in our part of the country. 
California

acres 
planted to strawberries; Ore 
gon has 18,500 acres and Wash­ 
ington 
boasts 
4,000 
acres. 
Fresh strawberries are wonder­ 
ful. They’re fine for eating out 
of-hand dipped in powdered 
sugar, with plain cream, whip 
ped cream or sour cream, in 
shortcakes, 
frozen puddings, 
custard delights and many oth 
er ways. Frozen strawberries 
lead all other frozen fruits in 
amount we eat per person. 
Strawberries also head the list 
of fruits used for commercial­ 
ly packed jams and preserves. 
All of the foregoing items 
influence their cost. There’s no 
longer 
a 
peak-of-the-season 
when the bottom drops out of 
strawberry prices. On the con­ 
trary, at the peak of the sea­ 
son, the commercial freezer 
and commercial jam maker is 
also busy picking and buying 
strawberries. So it’s every man 
for himself. 
Many home makers like to 
freeze a few strawberries, make 
home-made jam and preserves, 
as well as offering the family 
fresh strawberry treats. Keep 
an eye out for best buys to be 
sure, but do not expect the 
kind of bargains Mother used 
to get. 
TRUST YOUR FRUIT MAN 
On strawberries and all of 
the other berries and fruits 
that will be coming along, take 
your fruit (and berry) man into 
your confidence. Tell him what 
you have in mind; how many 
half-pints, pints or quarts you 
want to ‘‘put up; he’ll advise 
you. He may say ‘‘right now” 


I so don’t dilly dally or he may 
say that he will hold them for 
you on Monday. 
Strawberries are highly per­ 
ishable. They should be used 
within a day. If you’re freezing 
or home preserving, plan to 
handle them fast, preferably as 
soon as you get them home. 
For 
eating 
f r e s h , 
care­ 
fully pour strawberries from 
the box into a shallow pan or 
tray to help prevent bruises. 
Store briefly unwashed in the 
refrigerator. Just before using, 
wash the unhulled berries gent­ 
ly and quickly in a bowl of 
cold water, letting sand and 
soil sink to the bottom of pan. 
Lift berries from water using 
your fingers as strainers. Do 
not allow berries to soak in 
water; both color and flavor 
are lost.

NEW YORK OB—Like Babe 
Ruth, the late Al Simmons 
knew a lot of great moments, 
but his baseball career ended 
in bitter frustration. 
They were alike in a lot of 
ways, these two. Each knew 
poverty In childhood, won na­ 
tional acclaim because of abil­ 
ity to blast a baseball, and 
walked out on a bitter note. 
For Simmons, as did Ruth, 
dreamed of managing the ball 
club which made him famous— 
only to be rejected. 
The Babe never forgot the 
rebuff he received from the 
New York Yankees. Yet it was 
even worse for Simmons be­ 
cause “Bueketfoot At” was so 
close to realizing his dream of 
piloting the Philadelphia Ath­ 
letics. 
His hope blossomed in 1944, 
when he returned to the A’s as 
a 
player-coach 
under time- 
m arked Connie Mack. This was 
a dozen years after he and 
Jim m y Dykes of those fabled 
thrte-tim e c h a m p i o n s had 
been peddled to the Chicago 
W hite Sox. 
! 
Some said that Al had been 
promised by Connie that when 
it came time for the grand old 
man to step down Simmons 
would get the job. Certainly Al, 
in the next four years, made no 
secret of his ambition. 
But even then the Mack 
dynasty was trem bling on its 
foundations. 
Gradually 
t h e 
reins were being slipped from 
the withered fingers of Connie, 
an ever more forgetful octo­ 
genarian, and he had virtually 
nothing to say when the board 
of directors m et in October of 
1949 and sum m arily fired Sim­ 
mons. 
Connie objected but he, too, 
was being forced out.

“Bueketfoot Al” was shocked 
and he said so. This time, he 
asserted, he had 
been sold 
down the river. 
Simmons, the A m e r i c a n 
League batting champion in 
1930 and 1931, had proved him­ 
self of equally high caliber as 
a coach on the baselines. So it 
was no trick to hook on as a 
coach with the Cleveland In­ 
dians for the next season. 
But when the A’s passed him 
up for Dykes, it had taken the 
heart and zest for baseball out 
of the big man from Milwau­ 
kee. He brooded over his rejec­ 
tion and, in the spring of 1951, 
ailing and heartsick, he re­ 
signed as a Cleveland coach. 
“I’m no help either to you or 
tb myself,” he told Manager Al 
Lopez. 
On that disgusted note. Al 
Simmons walked out of base­ 
ball. 
It's nice to recall, however, 
that in February of 1953, the 
em bittered Simmons was voted 
into the Hall of Fame along 
with Dizzy Dean. W hen they 
went to tell him, they found 
him at Hialeah Race Track. 
“Are you sure?” Simmons 
asked. “Boy, this has been a 
good day. I’ve had four win­ 
ners, too.” 
Then, looking out over the 
infield with misty eyes, old 
“Bueketfoot Al” sighed; 
“I had begun to think they 
had forgotten me.” 
The Philadelphia Athletics 
are gone now, and so is Sim­ 
mons. But he knew th at even 
if the A’s forgot him, the fans 
didn’t. .

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Tender Fresh Asparagus Can 


Add Garden Sparkle To Meal

A devoted gardner and a 
.luxurious cook have combined 
their talents and written “The 
Kitchen Garden Book” (Vik­ 
ing). This double deal should 
interest anyone who wants to 
grow vegetables and then turn 
them into delicious dishes to 
bring to the dining table. 
Stringfellow Barr and Stella 
Standard—authors of this new 
grow-and-cook compendium — 
have organized their material 
simply and clearly. Each vege­ 
table is treated separately, all 
the way from artichokes and 
asparagus to tomatoes and tur­ 
nips. The horticulture writer 
has a nice way of anticipating 
the questions an amateur might 
ask, and his enthusiasm is so 
infectious that he makes this 
New Y o r k rooftop gardener 
yearn for some patches of hon- 
est-to-goodness earth in which 
to try out his recommendations. 
Fortunately the Standard re­ 
cipes take up two-thirds of the 
book, so that if you are only 
an armchair planter you can 
get rid of frustration by cook­ 
ing from “Ih e Kitchen Garden 
Book.”

OF SPRING— Fresh asparagus, tender 


Some of the most alluring 
recipes are devoted to that 
treasure among vegetables — 
asparagus. How about an aspar­ 
agus soup made with butter, 
flour, chicken broth, cream, 
egg yolks and a dash of nut­ 
meg? Or an asparagus omelet 
with Mornay sauce? Like the 
idea of Italian-style asparagus 
prepared with olive oil, garlic, 
lemon juice and 
Parmesan 
cheese? Asparagus pie or as­ 
paragus garnished with pros­ 
ciutto? All these recipes are 
included. And so is that classic 
and superb dish, 
Asparagus 
» Vinaigrette: here are Stella 
Standard’s directions for it. 
ASPARAGUS VINAIGRETTE 
Ingredients: Cold boiled as- 


paragus, salad greens, red pim­ 
iento strips, 
1 cup French 
dressing, 1 tablespoon capers, 
1 tablespoon chopped pickles, 
1 tablespoon minced chervil or 
tarragon, 
tablespoons grated 
onion, 2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley, 
1 
hard-boiled 
egg 
(sieved). 
M e t h o d : Asparagus vinai­ 
grette, when served cold, may 
replace a vegetable and salad. 
Arrange asparagus on individ­ 
ual plates and garnish with 
crisp salad greens. Watercress 
is very good for this. A strip 
or two of pimiento may be add­ 
ed. Mix French dressing with 
remaining ingredients and add 
3 or 4 tablespoons of the sauce 
to each plate of asparagus. 
Our own method of cooking 
asparagus goes like this. First 
we peel each stalk, almost up 
to the tip, with a swivel-blade 
vegetable parer. Next we wash 
the asparagus well in cold wat­ 
er and drain. Then we arrange 
the stalks neatly—with tips to­ 
gether—in a shallow saucepan 


or skillet. We add enough boil­ 
ing water barely to cover the 
asparagus plus a few good 
pinches of salt. The water is 
brought to a boil again and the 
saucepan or skillet is covered 
tightly. We life the cover sev­ 
eral times during the rapid 
cooking to help keep the as­ 
paragus green, and we cook it 
an extremely short time—usu­ 
ally no more than 7 to 10 min­ 
utes—so that it will be tender 
but crisp. The time will depend 
on the thickness of the stalks. 
We drain the asparagus thor­ 
oughly and swoosh a generous 
amount of butter over it; or 
heat buttter until it is a light 
nutbrown and serve it as a dip 
with the stalks. Or we serve 
the asparagus with lemon but­ 
ter and extra slices of lemon 
for a garnish. Any of these sim­ 
ple ways of serving asparagus 
makes a pleasant addition to a 
broiled ham steak and hot pop- 
overs. Add a strawberry cream 
cake for dessert and you’ll taste 
springtime.

Popular Pickles 
With Picnickers 
The pickle packers are cel­ 
ebrating National Pickle Week. 
Being a pickle enthusiast, we 
think it a fine idea to remind 
people that pickles perk up 
picnics and every other meal, 
too, with the possible exception 
of breakfast. 
Pickles have been popular 
since ancient time*. Both Egyp­ 
tians and Romans priied them. 
More pickles are aold in Amer­ 
ica than any other vegetable: 
that’s what a pickle packet told 
us. Most pickles are packed in 
clear glass jars with small in­ 
formative labels in order to al­ 
low a maximum of pickles to 
show. Pickle packers feel that 
a good looking pickle is its own 
best salesman. 
And we agree. 
PICKLE VARIETIES 
Walking down a pickle aisle 
in a local store, you’re likely 
to find nearly two score varie­ 
ties of good-tasting, crisp, pi­ 
quant pickles to choose from. 
There are three kinds of fer­ 
mented dills; genuine dills, 
genuine Kosher dills and over­ 
night dills. Then there are pro­ 
cessed dills. Dills are to ham­ 
burgers as mustard is to ham. 
There are whole sour pickles, 
sour mixed pickles, sour relish, 
chow chow. There are whole 
sweet pickles, 
sweet mixed 
pickles, candied dill 
sticks, 
strips or chips, cut lengthwise 
or in slices, sliced sweet pick­ 
les (sometimes called cross­ 
cuts) and sweet pickle relish. 
There are fresh-packed pickles, 
sweet fresh cucumber pickles, 
pasteurized or Polish-style dills 
and there is vegetable relish in 
variety according to individual 
packers. 
Pickles are packed with good 
food values and are very easily 
digested; so let the children eat 
all they want! Keep a variety 
handy for adding zest to sand­ 
wiches and mixed green salads; 
for fresh crisp flavor contrast 
for roasts, chops, fish, poultry.

Cheddar Cheese To Many Uses

Is Sunday »upper at your 
house sometimes a spur-of-the- 
moment affair? Does the cook 
go into the kitchen late that 
lazy afternoon to prepare what 
she’s moved to put on the table 
for a casual meal? 
If you’re a wise family plan­ 
ner, you’ll have natural Ched­ 
dar cheese on hand. Thé cheese 
makes so many good dishes 
when it is teamed with every­ 
day ingredients. 
Nowadays natural cheddar 
cheese comes packaged in vac­ 
uum-sealed transparent wrap­ 
ping. 
The plastic bags are 
shrunk to fit the cheese so no 
air can get in; this means that 
the cheese may be safely re­ 
frigerated for many weeks. 
Here are some spur-of-the- 
moment cheddar cheese dishes 
for which you do not need me­ 
ticulous recipes. 
Grilled cheese sandwiches— 
Our favorite way to prepare 
these is to grill the sandwiches 
in butter in an iron skillet. A 
large skillet will take three 
sandwiches — two whole ones 


and one cut in half. The first 
trick in making these sand­ 
wiches taste wonderful is to 
use plenty of butter—1 table­ 
spoon for each side of each 
sandwich, if you’re feeling ex­ 
travagant and are not calorie 
consciou*. The second trick is 
to grill the sandwiches slowly. 


Embellish the sandwiches, if 
you like, by adding whatever 
is in the refrigerator to the 
cheese; thin slices of boiled 
ham, a layer of chutney or 
sweet pickle relish, strips of 
dates and sliced walnuts. 
Cheese rabbit — For this 
make a medium cream sauce 
with plenty of grated cheese 
stirred in after the sauce has 
thickened. The rabbit is deli­ 
cious served over toast or crisp 
crackers and topped with to­ 
matoes. 


If the tomatoes in the house 
are fresh, cut them in half 
crosswise, sprinkle the cut sur­ 
faces with salt, pepper and 
dried crushed basil; then dot 
with butter or margarine be­ 
fore broiling. 
If the tomatoes come out of 


a can from your pantry shelf, 
heat them carefully so as not 
to break them; then drain well 
with a large slotted kitchen 
spoon and use these for your 
topping. 


If you have stewed tomatoes 
on hand, you’ll use these of 
course without further season­ 
ing. If the canned tomatoes are 
the plain sort, you may add 
seasonings during the heating: 
salt, pepper, a dash of sugar, 
basil. 


The juice left from the toma­ 
toes may be refrigerated and 
added to a soup, a sauce or a 
gravy. 


Cheese fondue — Do you 
know this good dish? Along 
with the cheese, it uses milk, 
bread, butter or margarine, 
eggs, salt and dry mustard. 
Serve the fondue with tomato 
aspic (it comes in cans) on sal­ 
ad greens. Or serve a fresh 
salad of sliced tomatoes and 
cucumbers, lettuce and green 
onions. Here’s the recipe for 
the fondu:

Stir 
Trio Of Fruits Make Spread 


For Cake Filling, Sandwich

Three fruits—Fresh pineap­ 
ple, dried apricots and a whole 
orange—go into a sweet spread 
we find wonderfully useful. 
We like to prepare a batch of 
this fruit preserve—it makes 
3 pints—and store it in our re­ 
frigerator. When we want to 
give guests take-home gifts, we 
ladle some of it into small 
jars; we use the rest in various 
ways. 
When we made this spread 
recently, we put the pineapple 
and whole orange through the 
fine blade of an electric food 
grinder; the apricots were put 
through the coarse blade so 
they would add nuggets of col­ 
or and flavor. The electric 
grinder is particularly effici­ 
ent for this job. It’s easy to 
change from fine to coarse 
blade. Then, too, the fruit 
juices drip down through the 
blade with the fruit pulp. 
The grinder is so simple to 
clean we’re inclined to believe 
a woman designed it. Its base 
has no recesses, corners or 
open grills to catch food; a 


damp cloth wipes it off in a 
moment. 
And summer hostesses take 
note: an ice crusher attach­ 
ment comes with this grinder. 
No work at all to interchange 
grinder and crusher attach­ 
ments. 
PINEAPPLE-APRICOT 
SPREAD 
Ingredients: 1 large pineap­ 
ple, 1 large orange, 1 package 
(11 ounces) died apricots, 4 
cups sugar, 2 cups water. 
Method: Pare pineapple and 
cut away, “eyes” with a small 
sharp knife; slice. Wash and 
dry orange. Wash apricots in 
hot water and drain. Put pine­ 
apple through fine blade of 
food grinder; there should be 
about 1 cup pulp and 1 cup 
juice; to measure turn pine­ 
apple and pulp into a strainer 
to drain. If there is not 1 cup 
juice, add water, orange juice 
or canned pineapple juice to 
make up that amount. Put 
whole unpeeied orange through 
fine blade of food grinder. Put 
apricots through coarse blade 
of food grinder. Turn pineap- 
ple pul p, pineapple juice, 


ground whole orange and apri­ 
cot* into a large kettle with 
sugar and 2 cups water. Stir 
over low heat until sugar dis­ 
solves. Cook rapidly, stirring 
about every 5 minutes to pre­ 
vent scorching, until thickened 
—about 20 minutes. Makes 
about 3 pints. Store in refrig­ 
erator. 


USING YOUR SPREAD 
Add brandy flavoring to the 
spread and use as a filling for 
a layer of sponge cake.

For each 6 generous servings 
(8 if there’s another vegetable), 
peel and slice 8 or 9 goodsize 
potatoes, 5 or 6 carrots and 2 
medium size onions. Mix 1 can 
cream of mushroom soup and 
2 cups milk. 
In a buttered baking dish, I 
put a layer of potato, carro t! 
and onion, sprinkle lightly with 
salt, pepper, bits of butter; 
now a light sprinkling of flour 
or crumbled crackers and add 
part of the soup and milk mix­ 
ture. Repeat until everything 
is used. Add more milk if nec­ 
essary so that it comes up just 
to top of potatoes. Cover and 
bake in moderate oven, 325 to 
350 degrees, about 45 minutes; 
uncover and bake 30 to 40 mim 
utes longer, until potatoes are 
tender and well-browned.

Strawberries Have Many Fans, 


Read On Of Their 
Care

Strawberries are big busi­ 
ness in our part of the country. 
California has 19,000 acres 
planted to strawberries; Ore­ 
gon has 18,500 acres and Wash- 
tington boasts 4,000 acres. 
Fresh strawberries are wonder­ 
ful. They’re fine for eating out- 
of-hand dipped in powdered 
sugar, with plain cream, whip­ 
ped cream or sour cream, in 
shortcakes, frozen puddings, 
custard delights and many oth­ 
er ways. Frozen strawberries 
lead all other frozen fruits in 
amount we eat per person. 
Strawberries also head the list 
of fruits used for commercial­ 
ly packed jams and preserves. 
All of the foregoing items 
influence their cost. There’s no 
longer 
a 
peak-of-the-season 
when the bottom drops out of 
strawberry prices. On the con­ 
trary, at the peak of the sea­ 
son, the commercial freezer 
and commercial jam maker is 
also busy picking and buying 
strawberries. So it’s every man 
for himself. 
Many home makers like to 
freeze a few strawberries, make 
home-made jam and preserves, 
as well as offering the family 
fresh strawberry treats. Keep 
an eye out for best buys to be 
sure, but do not expect the 
kind of bargains Mother used 
to get. 
TRUST YOUR FRUIT MAN 
On strawberries and all of 
the other berries and fruits 
that will be coming along, take 
your fruit (and berry) man into 
your confidence. Tell him what 
you have in mind; how many 
half-pints, pints or quarts you 
want to “put up; he’ll advise 
you. He may say “right now” 


so don’t dilly dally or he may 
say that he will hold them for 
you on Monday. 
Strawberries are highly per­ 
ishable. They should be used 
within a day. If you’re freezing 
or home preserving, plan to 
handle them fast, preferably as 
soon as you get them home. 
For eating f r e s h, care­ 
fully pour strawberries from 
the box into a shallow pan or 
tray to help prevent bruises. 
Store briefly unwashed in the 
refrigerator. Just before using, 
wash the unhulled berries gent­ 
ly and quickly in a bowl of 
cold water, letting sand and 
soil sink to the bottom of pan. 
Lift berries from water using 
your fingers as strainers. Do 
not allow berries to soak in 
water; both color and flavor 
are lost. 
Remove caps aft^r 
berries are cleaned and fairly 
dry. 
For 
freezing, 
wash 
ber­ 
ries and cap them as indicated 
for “eating fresh.” Mix whole 
or sliced berries with sugar 
using 1 cup of sugar with 4 to 
6 cups of berries, dependent 
on their sweetness and sweet­ 
ness your family prefers. Turn 
over and over gently until all 
sugar is dissolved. Pack in mois- 
ture-vapor-proof containers. Re­ 
member to leave headspace for 
berries to expand. Freeze im­ 
mediately. 
For strawberry jam, we earn­ 
estly recommend that you use 
liquid or powdered fruit pectin 
and follow simple directions on 
bottle or package. Saves time, 
preserves fresh fruit flavor and 
color, insures success; makes 
berries go further because 
there’s no simmering.

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Tender Fresh Asparagus Can 
Add Garden Sparkle To Meal

A devoted gardner and a 
.luxurious cook have combined 
their talents and written “The 
Kitchen Garden Book” (Vik­ 
ing). This double deal should 
interest anyone who wants to 
grow vegetables and then turn 
them into delicious dishes to 
bring to the dining table. 
Stringfellow Barr and Stella 
Standard—authors of this new 
grow-and-cook compendium — 
have organized their material 
simply and clearly. Each vege­ 
table is treated separately, all 
the way from artichokes and 
asparagus to tomatoes and tur­ 
nips. The horticulture writer 
has a nice way of anticipating 
the questions an amateur might 
ask, and his enthusiasm is so 
infectious that he makes this 
New Y o r k rooftop gardener 
yearn for some patches of hon- 
, est-to-goodness earth in which 
to try out his recommendations. 
Fortunately the Standard re­ 
cipes take up two-thirds of the 
book, so that if you are only 
an armchair planter you can 
get rid of frustration by cook­ 
ing from “The Kitchen Garden 
Book.” 
Some of the most alluring 
recipes are devoted to that 
treasure among vegetables — 
asparagus. How about an aspar­ 
agus soup made with butter, 
flour, chicken broth, cream, 
egg yolks and a dash of nut­ 
meg? Or an asparagus omelet 
with Moraay sauce? like the 
idea of Italian-style asparagus 
prepared with olive oil, garlic, 
lemon juice 
and 
Parmesan 
cheese? Asparagus pie or as­ 
paragus garnished with pros­ 
ciutto? All these recipes are 
included. And so is that classic 
and superb dish, Asparagus 
» Vinaigrette: here are Stella 
Standard’s directions for it. 
ASPARAGUS VINAIGRETTE 
Ingredients: Cold boiled as-

but crisp. 


paragus, salad greens, red pim­ 
iento > strips, 
1 cup French 
dressing, 1 tablespoon capers, 
1 tablespoon chopped pickles, 
1 tablespoon minced chervil or 
tarragon, 
tablespoons grated 
onion, 2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley,

hard-boiled

(sieved). 
M e t h o d : Asparagus vinai­ 
grette, when served cold, may 
replace a vegetable and salad. 
Arrange asparagus on individ­ 
ual plates and garnish with 
crisp salad greens. Watercress 
is very good for this. A strip 
or two of pimiento may be add­ 
ed. Mix French dressing with 
remaining ingredients and add 
3 or 4 tablespoons of the sauce 
to each plate of asparagus. 
Our own method of cooking 
asparagus goes like this. First 
we peel each stalk, almost up 
to the tip, with a swivel-blade 
vegetable parer. Next we wash 
the asparagus well in cold wat­ 
er and drain. Then we arrange 
the stalks neatly—with tips to­ 
gether—in a shallow saucepan 


or skillet. We add enough boil­ 
ing water barely to cover the 
asparagus plus a few good 
pinches of salt. The water is 
brought to a boil again and the 
saucepan or skillet is covered 
tightly. We life the cover sev­ 
eral times during the rapid 
cooking to help keep the as­ 
paragus green, and we cook it 
an extremely short time—usu­ 
ally no more than 7 to 10 min­ 
utes—so that it will be tender 
but crisp. The time will depend 
on the thickness of the stalks. 
We drain the asparagus thor­ 
oughly and swoosh a generous 
amount of butter over it; or 
heat buttter until it is a light 
nutbrown and serve it as a dip 
with the stalks. Or we serve 
the asparagus with lemon but­ 
ter and extra slices of lemon 
for a garnish. Any of these sim­ 
ple ways of serving asparagus 
makes a pleasant addition to a 
broiled ham steak and hot pop- 
overs. Add a strawberry cream 
cake for dessert and you’ll taste 
springtime.

The pickle packers are cel­ 
ebrating National Pickle Week. 
Being a pickle enthusiast, we 
think it a fine idea to remind 
people that pickles perk up 
picnics and every other meal, 
too, with the possible exception 
of brieakfast. 
Pickles have been popular 
since ancient times. Both Egyp­ 
tians and Romans prised them. 
More pickles are sold in Amer­ 
ica than any other vegetable: 
that’s what a pickle packet told 
us. Most pickles are packed in 
clear glass jars with small in­ 
formative labels in order to al­ 
low a maximum of pickles to 
show. Pickle packers feel that 
a good looking pickle is its own 
best salesman. 
And we agree. 
PICKLE VARIETIES 
Walking down a pickle aisle 
in a local store, you’re likely 
to find nearly two score varie­ 
ties of good-tasting, crisp, pi­ 
quant pickles to choose from. 
There are three kinds of fer­ 
mented dills; 
genuine dills, 
genuine Kosher dills and over­ 
night dills. Then there are pro­ 
cessed dills. Dills are to ham­ 
burgers as mustard is to ham. 
There are whole sour pickles, 
sour mixed pickles, sour relish, 
chow chow. There are whole 
sweet pickles, 
sweet 
mixed 
pickles, candied 
dill 
sticks, 
strips or chips, cut lengthwise 
or in slices, sliced sweet pick­ 
les (sometimes called cross­ 
cuts) and sweet pickle relish. 
There are fresh-packed pickles, 
sweet fresh cucumber pickles, 
pasteurized or Polish-siyle dills 
and there is vegetable relish in 
variety according to individual 
packers. 
Pickles are packed with good 
food values and are very easily 
digested; so let the children eat 
all they want! Keep a variety 
handy for adding zest 'to sand­ 
wiches and mixed green salads; 
for fresh crisp flavor contrast 
for roasts, chops, fish, poultry.

For Quick Sunday Supper Put 
Cheddar Cheese To Many Uses

Is Sunday supper at your 
house sometimes a spur-of-the- 
moment affair? Does the cook 
go into the kitchen late that 
lazy afternoon to prepare what 
she’s moved to put on the table 
for a casual meal? 
If you’re a wise family plan­ 
ner, you’ll have natural Ched­ 
dar cheese on hand. Thé cheese 
makes so many good dishes 
when it is teamed with every­ 
day ingredients. 
Nowadays natural Cheddar 
cheese comes packaged in vac­ 
uum-sealed transparent wrap­ 
ping. 
The plastic bags are 
shrunk to fit the cheese so no 
air can get in; this means that 
the cheese may be safely re­ 
frigerated for many weeks. 
Here are some spur-of-the- 
moment cheddar cheese dishes 
for which you do not need me­ 
ticulous recipes. 
Grilled cheese sandwiches— 
Our favorite way to prepare 
these Is to grill the sandwiches 
in butter in an iron skillet. A 
large skillet will take three 
sandwiches — two whole ones 


and one cut In half. The first 
trick In making these sand­ 
wiches taste wonderful is to 
use plenty of butter—1 table­ 
spoon for each side of each 
sandwich, if you’re feeling ex­ 
travagant and are not calorie 
conscious. The second trick is 
to grill the sandwiches slowly. 


Embellish the sandwiches, if 
you like, by adding whatever 
is in the refrigerator to the 
cheese; thin slices of boiled 
ham, a layer of chutney or 
sweet pickle relish, strips of 
dates and sliced walnuts. 
Cheese rabbit — For this 
make a medium cream sauce 
with plenty of grated cheese 
stirred in after the sauce has 
thickened. The rabbit is deli­ 
cious served over toast or crisp 
crackers and topped with to­ 
matoes. 
If the tomatoes in the house 
are fresh, cut them in half 
crosswise, sprinkle the cut sur­ 
faces with salt, pepper and 
dried crushed basil; then dot 
with butter or margarine be­ 
fore broiling. 
If the tomatoes comt out of 


a can from your pantry shelf, 
heat them carefully so as not 
to break them; then drain well 
with a large slotted kitchen 
spoon and use these for your 
topping. 
If you have stewed tomatoes 
on hand, you’ll use these of 
course without further season­ 
ing. If the canned tomatoes are 
the plain sort, you may add 
seasonings during the heating: 
salt, pepper, a dash of sugar, 
basil. 
The juice left from the toma­ 
toes may be refrigerated and 
added to a soup, a sauce or a 
gravy. 


Cheese fondue — Do you 
know this good dish? Along 
with the cheese, it uses milk, 
bread, butter or margarine, 
eggs, salt and dry mustard. 
Serve the fondue with tomato 
aspic (it comes in cans) on sal­ 
ad greens. Or serve a fresh 
salad of sliced tomatoes and 
cucumbers, lettuce and green 
onions.

Stir 
Trio Of Fruits Make Spread 
For Cake Filling, Sandwich

Three fruits—Fresh pineap­ 
ple, dried apricots and a whole 
orange—go into a sweet spread 
we find wonderfully useful. 
We like to prepare a batch of 
this fruit preserve—it makes 
3 pints—and store it in our re­ 
frigerator. When we want to 
give guests take-home gifts, we 
ladle some of it into small 
jars; we use the rest in various 
ways. 
When we made this spread 
recently, we put the pineapple 
and whole orange through the 
fine blade of an electric food 
grinder; the apricots were put 
through the coarse blade so 
they would add nuggets of col­ 
or and flavor. The electric 
grinder is particularly effici­ 
ent for this job. It’s easy to 
change from fine to coarse 
blade. Then, too, the fruit 
juices drip down through the 
blade with the fruit pulp. 
The grinder is so simple to 
clean we’re inclined to believe 
a woman designed it. Its base 
has no recesses, corners or 
open grills to catch food; a 


damp cloth wipes it off in a 
moment. 
And summer hostesses take 
note: an ice crusher attach­ 
ment comes with this grinder. 
No work at all to interchange 
grinder and crusher attach­ 
ments. 
PINEAPPLE-APRICOT 
SPREAD 
Ingredients: 1 large pineap­ 
ple, 1 large orange, 1 package 
(11 ounces) died apricots, 4 
cups sugar, 2 cups water. 
Method: Pare pineapple and 
cut away, “eyes” with a small 
sharp knife; slice. Wash and 
dry orange. Wash apricots in 
hot water and drain. Put pine­ 
apple through fine blade of 
food grinder; there should be 
about 1 cup pulp and 1 cup 
juice; to measure turn pine­ 
apple and pulp into a strainer 
to drain. If there is not 1 cup 
juice, add water, orange juice 
or canned pineapple juice to 
make up that amount. Put 
whole unpeeled orange through 
fine blade of food grinder. Put 
apricots through coarse blade 
of food grinder. Turn pineap­ 
ple pul p, pineapple juice, 


ground whole orange and apri­ 
cots into a large kettle with 
sugar and 2 cups water. Stir 
over low heat until sugar dis­ 
solves. Cook rapidly, stirring 
about every 5 minutes to pre­ 
vent scorching, until thickened 
—about 20 minutes. Makes 
about 3 pints. Store in refrig­ 
erator. 
USING YOUR SPREAD 
Add brandy flavoring to the 
spread and use as a filling for 
a layer of sponge cake. (Cut 
the cake in half crosswise with 
a serrated bread knife.) Frost 
the cake with whipped cream 
sweetened with confectioners’ 
sugar and flavored with vanil­ 
la;

War Widow's Dilemma Reminder 
That Government Has Failed Her 
(Q) “My husband was killed 
in the war. I have two teen­ 
age daughters. I have not re­ 
married. I had to work to 
augment the pension and in­ 
surance we received. My girls 
have grown up without proper 
supervision* Now they are in 
trouble. They have been hang­ 
ing around a studio. Other un­ 
supervised teen-agers have 
been with them. My oldest girl 
is going to have a baby. She 
says the father is one of the 
men who work at the studio. 
He is in his 30’s. He has a fam­ 
ily. 
“My younger girl was with 
a gang that broke into a store 
and stole liquor. A few days 
later she was arrested. I’m 
ready to give up. I’ve tried to 
be a good mother and I have 
failed. It would have been a 
blessing if the girls and I had 
been killed at the time my hus­ 
band died. What can I do?”— 
Mrs. R. 


(A) I’m going to print your 
etter on Memorial Day. It is 
an eloquent reminder of the 
way we who survived have 
failed our war dead. When 
they enlisted we promised 
them we would take care of 
| heir families. But our help 
ias been meager. Nearly all 
war widows with children have 
ad to work. They and their 
children have suffered. Thou­ 
sands of war orphans now are 
delinquent. They are war cas­ 
ualties, as surely as their fath­ 
ers. 
Most people prefer to for­ 
get war orphans and widows. 
When reminded of them they 
get angry. They feel guilty, 


and don’t like the feeling. I 
bow my head before you in 
shame. Your daughters’ troub­ 
les come largely from the fail­ 
ure of people like myself to 
provide an adequate pension 
for you. 
Have your oldest daughter 
go to one of the well-estab­ 
lished, low-cost hospital-homes 
for unwed mothers. W h i l e 
there she will receive counsel­ 
ing. She needs help in reor­ 
ganizing her life. Ask a mem­ 
ber of the Family Service As­ 
sociation staff to recommend 
a good hospital-home to you. 
Look up the Association’s num­ 
ber in the phone book. Call 
ahead for an appointment. 
See the woman probation of­ 
ficer assigned to help your 
younger daughter. Make sure 
she understands all the facts. 
Ask to have tests given which 
will indicate the seriousness of 
the girl’s emotional problems. 
Have the probation o f f i c e r 
study the results. Then be 
guided by the recommenda­ 
tions she makes. May God bless 
and strengthen you in the 
weeks ahead.

War Widow's Dilemma Reminder 
That Government Has Failed Her 
(Q) “My husband was .killed, 
in the war. I have two teen­ 
age daughters. I have not re­ 
married. I had to work to 
augment the pension and in­ 
surance we received. My girls 
have grown up 'without proper 
supervision,^ Now they are in. 
trouble. They have been hang­ 
ing around a studio. Other un­ 
supervised teen-agers have 
been with them. My oldest girl 
is going to have a baby. She 
says the father is one of the 
men who work at the studio. 
He is in his 30’s. He has a fam­ 
ily. 
'“My younger, girl was with 
a gang that broke into a store 
and stole liquor. A few days 
later she was arrested. I’m 
ready to give up. I’ve tried to 
be a good mother and I have 
failed. It would have been a 
blessing if the girls and I had 
been killed, at the time my hus­ 
band died. What can I do?”— 
Mrs. R. 
(A) I’m going to print your 
letter on Memorial Day. It is 
an eloquent reminder of the 
way we who survived have 
failed our war dead. When 
they 
enlisted 
we 
promised 
them we would take care of 
their families. But our help 
has been meager. Nearly all 
war widows with children have 
had to work. They and their 
children have suffered. Thou­ 
sands of war orphans now are 
delinquent. They are war cas­ 
ualties, as surely as their fath­ 
ers. 
Most people prefer to for­ 
get war orphans and widows. 
When reminded of them they 
get angry. They feel guilty, 


and don’t like the feeling. I 
bow my head before you in 
shame. Your daughters’ troub­ 
les come largely from the fail­ 
ure of people like myself to 
provide an adequate pension 
for you. 
Have your oldest daughter 
go to one of the well-estab­ 
lished, low-cost hospital-homes 
for unwed mothers.

of a unique academy for architects in the Arizona 
desert. 
There for five months each winter 60 disciples sit at 
his feet,.*figuratively, and absorb the principles Of "or­ 
ganic architecture" that have made his name revered— 
it used to be ridiculed—wherever the art Is discussed. 
The winter camp of the Frank Lloyd Wright Founda­ 
tion is at Taliesin West, near Scottsdale. When it breaks 
up, the students return to Taliesin in Wisconsin to 
continue work and study. 
They live in tents on the desert. Each one designs 
and builds his own living quarters. They get no diplomas, 
receive no formal instruction but learn by association, 
observation and practice. Wright preaches and practises 
a type of architecture that has direct relation to the site 
and that is considered most modern.

three things which overshadow 
all other factors in San Rafael 
today: 


1. Downtown business dis­ 
trict. A great deal of its ac­ 
tivity is based on sales of 
day-to-day goods, the type of 
sales 
most 
susceptible 
to 
competition from shopping 
centers. On the other hand, 
San Rafael is also a great 
durable goods center. By ex­ 
panding this phase, it can 
overcome losses in day-to- 
day goods which may occur 
as a result of shopping cen­ 
ter competition. Since the 
center of population is mov­ 
ing northward toward Gal­ 
linas Valley and Novato, San 
Rafael must take steps to as­ 
sure that it is both accessible 
and attractive to the new 
population. 


2. San Rafael’s tidelands pre­ 
sent possibilities for exciting 
development. If development is 
poorly handled, the city can 
find itself “landlocked” and 
separated from the bay by an 
ugly strip of undesirable devel­ 
opment. 
3. San Rafael now has a 
quiet and comparatively low 
density type of residential de­ 
velopment. With the popula­ 
tion growth that is sure to 
come, the city must be ready 
to consider the effect of popu­ 
lation pressures. It has the re- 


sponsibility to accept its part 
of the natural growth. 
San Rafael can map its fu­ 
ture 
toward 
five 
different 
goals, according to the study: 
1. Continue to be the com­ 
mercial center of the county. 
2. Develop all tidelands for 
industry and become an in­ 
dustrial city. 
3. Develop its water front 
facilities and natural recrea­ 
tional advantages to become 
a recreational center for the 
entire Bay Area. 
4. 
Limit 
industrial 
and 
commercial development and 
concentrate on high-class res­ 
idential development. 
5. Strike a balance of the 
above four, encouraging all 
forms of growth in balance. 
But regardless of the role 
selected, San Rafael must pre­ 
serve the vitality of downtown 
business, the report points out. 
For this, 
adequate 
off street 
parking is essential. Adequate 
entrances to the city, and need 
for alleviating the flood and 
drainage 
problems 
are 
also 
noted.

Half Alfo Wye 


Cloverleaf To 
Open In July 


Half of the Alto Wye clover­ 
leaf will be open to traffic 
sometime in July, according to 
John B. Watson, resident en­ 
gineer for the state Division of 
Highways. Construction on the 
Greenbrae 
overpass, 
mean­ 
time, has reached the stage at 
which steel roadway beams are 
now being swung into place on 
the huge concrete supporting 
columns. 
To keep traffic moving at 
Alto the project is being con­ 
structed in sections. After the 
two loops are in use, the pres­ 
ent stop lights will be removed, 
so work can proceed on the 
second pair, Watson said. 


OPEN BY ’57 
It is hoped that traffic will 
be flowing in all six lanes from 
the Waldo grade to halfway up 
Alto Hill by the early part of 
1957, Watson said. 
By 
means 
of 
temporary 
ramps and a couple of left hand 
turns, traffic will be routed 
over the bridge during con­ 
struction of the second phase 
at the Alto wye. 
Contractor for the wye work 
as well as widening Highway 
101 from Marin City to Alto 
Hill is Keeble and Caputo. 
At this point, the work falls 
under the contract of Peter 
Kiewit Sons’ Co., which will 
build six lanes to the bridge 
over Corte Madera Creek at 
Greenbrae wye. 
The Greenbrae interchange 
is 45 per cent completed, ac­ 
cording to R. L. Whitaker, res­ 
ident engineer on that project. 
It will be open to traffic by 
the end of the year, he said. 
Concrete work has begun on 
the bridge over Corte Madera 
Creek. 
Contractor for the Greenbrae 
project is Carl N. Swenson. His 
contract overlaps with Kiewit’s 
some 800 feet.

three things which overshadow 
all other factors in San Rafael 
today: 
1. Downtown business dis­ 
trict. A great deal of its ac­ 
tivity is based on sales of 
day-to-day goods, the type of 
sales 
most susceptible 
to 
competition from shopping 
centers. On the other hand, 
San Rafael Is also a great 
durable goods center. By ex­ 
panding this phase, it can 
overcome losses in day-to- 
day goods which may occur 
as a result of shopping cen­ 
ter competition. Since the 
center of population is mov­ 
ing northward toward Gal­ 
linas Valley and Novato, San 
Rafael must take steps to as­ 
sure that it is both accessible 
and attractive to the new 
population. 
2. San Rafael's tidelands pre­ 
sent possibilities for exciting 
development. If development is 
poorly handled, the city can 
find itself “landlocked” and 
separated from the bay by an 
ugly strip of undesirable devel­ 
opment. 
3. San Rafael now has a 
quiet and comparatively low 
density type of residential de­ 
velopment With the popula­ 
tion growth that is sure to 
come, the city must be ready 
to consider the effect of popu­ 
lation pressures. It has the re­ 


sponsibility to accept its part 
of the natural growth. 
San Rafael can map its fu­ 
ture 
toward 
five 
different 
goals, according to the study: 
1. Continue to be the com­ 
mercial center of the county. 
2. Develop all tidelands for 
industry and become an In­ 
dustrial city. 
3. Develop its water front 
facilities and natural recrea­ 
tional advantages to become 
a recreational center for the 
entire Bay Area. 
4. Limit 
industrial 
and 
commercial development and 
concentrate on high-class res­ 
idential development. 
5. Strike a balance of the 
above four, encouraging all 
forms of growth in balance. 
But regardless of the role 
selected, San Rafael must pre­ 
serve the vitality of downtown 
business, the report points out. 
For this, adequate offstreet 
parking is essential. Adequate 
entrances to the city, and need 
for alleviating the flood and 
drainage 
problems 
noted.
